LARGER AREAS AND FEWER 
D1STRIC rs 

Elsewhere In this issu e Is an artic 
le from the Provincial Government, 
dealing with the proposed change ,n 
Muni j pal Government in Albe:ta, 
and we commend the study of this 
matter to all those interested. 

It is aiming at larger units, mak¬ 
ing about 40 in the Province where 
r.s we now have 160 mun.cipal dist¬ 
ricts and 143 Local Improvement 
L^st lets. The status of towns and 
cities w\>ulJ remain unchanged, but 
Instead of a Municipal D.strict, or 
at present containing a township or 
bo, the new arrangement would div 
ide the Province somewhat according 
to the present electoral d strict?, and 
put the boundaries w here th e needs 
and practices of the people were rim 
ilar, or where rivers and streams 
made natural divisons. 

There ia much to recommend this 
new system. At present in each 166 
Munc-ipal Districts theio will b? 
found practically a complete lay out 
of mail machinery, an i this is also 
the case in the 143 L. I. Districts. 
Gome good mathematician ligurc out 
vhat ih a represents, and what the 
saving in taxes would l»e when rcplac 
ement wruj necessary, and there were 
only forty of these to buy. instead of 
somewhere around 300. There would 
not bo thl3 many, but this would do 
for a basis to ilgure on. This Is one 
phase of the matter. Then too, aT 
this oqu pment is only used for a few* 
days or weeks each year, and the 
rest of the time it is lying idle, but 
depreciating every day. This piias? is 
nlso important. 

Then to'», n the question of road 
building. At present, one district 
v i 1 desire a good road In ono partic 
uar drcction. and they go ahead and 
build .t. When they get to their own 
bounlry, they find that their neigh 
Lors arc not interested in a gcod 
read in this particular locality, and 
Uu> efforts of the one d strict become 
nullified because of a division of in¬ 
terest. 1 ills would not be so much 
the case in the larger areas, as m 
these the areas would be large en¬ 
ough to merit the mapping of certain 
necessary and well defined roads, 
end of building these thru to link up 
certain points, that would make for 
economy in road construction, and 
also permanency, because when the e 
ma n roads were constructed they 
would be kept up and maintained be 
causo of necessity. 

The taxation burden would be great 
ly equaized, and there would not be 
the present cry of high taxation in 
some quarters and lower rates in oth 
er3. As we are today one district is 


more extravagant or mure progress 
.vs than its neighbors, its people cla 
mor for more in the way of schools 
and impro\ementa, and as the Council 
men are only the servants of Hit peo 
P'ie and the tax ioil is their only 
means of financing, they naturally 
raise the mi l rate to defray these ex 
peases, whether they be few or many. 
Schools, roads, all these problems are 
vital in tha distr.ct, and could be han 
died more satisfactory and equitable 
to all in the larger districts. 

Then the question of government 
also .s worthy of consideration. It is 
likely that in the proposed new sy- 
btem one man would nt.v t as muen 
ten dory as six have now. The quee 
lieu cf representative members fron 
the \arious districts, or a C*. minis 
Flon of about three men, to handle 
the affairs, would be one for much 
study. The Reeve at present is one of 
the elected Councilmen. it is suggest 
ed that under the new system the 
Rojve may be elected at large, separ¬ 
ate and apart from tbe Councdmen 
themselves. Ther e la also th e sugges 
tlon that in addition to Three Com¬ 
missioners mentioned, a Road Eng n- 
eer be hired, ami that he have charge 
of all the work in the district per¬ 
taining to roads and bridge*. 

It is a big problem. The Depart¬ 
ment at Edmonton has been study.ng 
it for three years past, and they are 
sending out this information so that 
people may discuss the question and 
have something concrete in the way 
of suggestions and advice when the 
Provinc.al House meets next year. 
We should not be too narrow* in sz- 
ing up the situation. All of us w*ant 
lower taxes, and it appears thab this 
is one way to get them. We may have 
to sacrifice personal interests some¬ 
what. we may have to give and take a 
1 ttle more under the new system 
than wc do now. but the question Is 
worth consideration at any rate, fn 1 
if it were not felt to be a necessary 
move tin Government wjjll not le 
feathering it and trying to arrive at 
the best dec sion as to the adminis¬ 
tration of the affairs of the Province. 

Again we commend to our readers 
the suggestions, in the article from 
the Government, and wc will wel¬ 
come any constructive critei-m and 
suggestions on the matter for pub 1- 
catlon in these columns, in order to 
get all of the facts before all of the 
people so that the arguments for and 
against the present system as com¬ 
pared with the suggested ^pew Order 
things jnay be CuMy understood fcn d 
npprec ated by all.
